Ilrcaki rs Ahead J 



The situatioD of this country isnlarm* 
ing enoagh to attract tho attention ot 
every man who pretends to a concern fo r 
the public wtdfuro. Appenruriccs justify 
iU9picion ; and when tho wellbeiug of a 
whole people is lit stake, suspicion be- 
comes a just ground for enquiry, if 
not for notion. The publication of 
Lord Granvillo'd dispatch has effected 
what months of reiterated warning aud 
earnest appeal on our part f' irod to 
ooeomplifh• The most obdurately scep- 
tical are now convinced that Confedor 
aiion is the immediate and inevitable 
destiny of this Colony ; and tho mom 
confiding aud phlegmatic are urousod 
to the danger of drifting into that new 
polit cal stato without having secured 
So us those conditions by which alone 
the change can bo rendered benefic al 
or det-irnble. The phraseology cm- 
ployed iu tho dispatch, taken in con- 
nection wiib certain facts wuicli have 
come to fur knowledge, justifies the 
suspicion that an attempt is about to 
be made to withhold lull representee 
tivo instil utions lrotu this Colony un- 
der Confederation — to put us off, fur u 
few years at least, witn a foim of gov- 
ernment under whio i tho people will be 
aB thoroughly excluded from nil partici- 
pation in iho management ot their own 
affairs as they arc under the existing 
system. The proposit'Oti i< ua alarming 
as it is important. It would, indi cd, 
be a public calamity to have a regi- 
ment of Colonial Oilice appointees pen-' 
sioned upon tho revenues of the coun- 
try ; but that onl-unty would derive 
infinite aggravation from tho circum- 
stance ot tho people being still deprived 
ai-tt l fi<rjff. if* nnrtinipatu in_ tha gov- 
erment of the country. Let Ub enter 
into tho consideration of this subject 
with candor aud decency. This is not 
the cause of faction, or of party, or of 
any* individual, but the common interest 
of every coiouist. In the whole course 
of the Cufiiedeialicn cOntrsvursy it bus 
becu taken !.r granted that thin Colony 
would at c nee have conferred upon u 
tn'l representative institution?, and, con- 
sequently, littlo or nothing has Inen 
said upo.i this po.n:. Iu truth the pre 
cural of'such institution* has ever con- 
stituted the rst and weightiest urgn- 
meut iu favor of the change. Tho mere 
desire lor change has bean attributed 
to the colonists. Without praeudmg 
to Bpeak for all, wo fearlessly assert 
that the great bulk ol the Colonists me 
in lavor of Couf'eoeraliou, not for the 
sake ot moro change, but because they 
bolicve it will bo a change lor tho bet- 
ter. But. deprive it of this ouo leuture 
of representa ive iastiiutious, uuu tlx 
great bulk of the Colouists Will bo at 
once arrayed aguinsl it. it is not a mere 
tranclerunco ot the supremo power 
from Downiug-stioei to Ottawa thatis 
BOugbl. If that were all wu would 
merely be exchanging King Log for 
Kiug Stork. But it is that toe people 
may be endowed with tho poW« r to 
manage their own local affuiis that 
ConfeUeratiou is cleared. Lt will, indeed, 
be a strange turn ;.o give uffaira it the 
officials, af.er oppos tig Coufederation -o 
long, ''go in*' for it now, aud succee i 
iu Buivtug up sue a di^n to the Colonials 
as will cause iliria to turn away in 
uttei disgu.-t. We remember wnou ul 
school, the 'dominie ' punished i< uauls 
anil uuueen by sharp strok •« ol lea boru 
thongs, u son ol cat-o'-une tails, Upon 
the palm of U.c hand. Xue Imtuo-i 
part ol the puiit-i.uieiit was rns pitching 
ino " taws,*' us i lie instrument ot tor- 
ture wa cal.o.i, to tne culprit, as a 
SuUoii ihftatss t' c handkerchief to the 
chosen ia<ly ; llm diff' reucu being hut, 

VYUiiei eLiu o»llieU il :j..Ci; tO be. lliired, 

the unlucky sonool-boy thus dieti gu sh- 
ed by Ins master's regard ln.d >o bear 
back to b ui the instrument of his own 
torture. It will, indeed, Uj singular il 
the colonists should limJ that n-.« po- 
litical cliangu which they have b .en 
seeking una which liny have brought 
to tho brink ot fultilaieut, should bo 
transformed i.:to an instrument of polit- 
ical torture in the hands i f Hie official*. 
To some, perhaps lo i any, ihese suspi- 
cions a ay appear ill-founded. We would 
giudly be convinced that there is no oc- 
casion for alarm ou this poi, t, It will 
be remernbored how, upon uniting ih tJ o 
Colonies, the representative iusutuii.ms 
enjoyed by us were withdrawn, thus 
tuning a rotrogrude step. It in well 
known that a strong and persistent el^ 
lort bus been made to Oi nviiice the Im- 
perial authorities that tho Colony is not 
yet ripe lor representative institutions, 
and tbu ill-success of Vancouver island 
under snch institutions was not only 
made the pretext for thoir withdrawal, 
but hus been constant!}' employed as an 
argument against their BUDseqUent be- 
s'owal upon the United Colony. It 
such thiugs have been done in the green 
tree, what may not be done in the dry '{ 
Iu arranging i.ho basis of a larger 'lniou, 
the sumo arguments may bo put for- 
ward now; and tho proposition wi;l all 
the moro lo.idily o;:minoud itsolf to tha 
Colouial OQioe in that it presents pecu- 
liar facilities lo? tho Governor to " define 
the future position ot Government Sor. 
vants." It must be borne in mind, 
however, tliat the ill-success ol repre- 
sentative institutions ia tho lortnoi sepa- 
rate Colony of Vuticouver i-.iaud was 
•largely attributable to tho very impel'- 
loot charact r of tnoso institutions. 
There wu> no sympathy, no conneetiug 
.link between ttjo two branches, and tho 
conbiquouco was a contiuoul game of 
■•' sinch " curried ou between ttiem. It 
should also bo remembered tiiut uueier 
Confederation the local Government will 
Jmj relieved from all thoco larger and 



more complex questiooB of legislation 
which would naturally devolve upon it 
as a separate Colony. The quest ions 
for provincial legislation will be of a 
looal, simple, almost municipal charac- 
ter-; and to assert that the Colony is 
not fit lo assume tho responsibility of 
legislation upon such matters is to insult 
aud libel tho whole body of tho people. 
As wo have already stated, it is just 
possible that the effort will not be made; 
but the subject is so serious, it involves 
such largo interests and co'iscqnoiicoH 
that the people would not bo justified in 
allowing themselves to bo lulled into a 
fal-e ^ecutity. Immodiate and decided 
action on their part will effectually pre- 
vent tho consummation of any such 
outrage. There is, indeod, littlo to be 
hoped for from the Colonial Office; but 
an energetic appeal to Ottawa would 
mo't effectually preveut tho political 
chains of this Colony being riveted upou 
it for anoihcr term of yearn.

Objections to the Tunnel TJndeb 
tub English Channel. —The following 
from the Lindou Builder, suggests some 
rather difficult points : 

Men lauiilitu' with this description of 
work look with a sort of amused sur- 
prise at tho roso-colored BEatements. 
which from lime to time appear in lhr> 
public journals us to tho Oban nol tun- 
nel. They do not say .that such a work 
is impossible ; they do not care to even 
form a distinct opinion on that head ; 
but they uro very well contented with 
tho applicability of the proveib, 'Lc. 
jeu nevaut pas la chandekl.' It is pro- 
posoil, us caution is ulwuys desirablo io 
engineering matters, that a drift-way 
should just, bo run undur tho channel, 
in the first instance, to propu.ro tho wuy 
for tho tunuel, Tho suggostiou is at 
onco econtmiuul, prudent, and praeti* 
cal. Let us suppowe a drift. way to be 
ruu souio five or six feet high utid wide. 
Is it lo bo timbered, or aruhod, or 
linod with iron? As the mooting from 
the two ends would bo a thing forbid- 
den by tho calculus of probabilities, it- 
will have lo bo worked Irom one extre- 
mity. 

Am wo got on — say boyotid the 
twentieth mile — how will tho miner* he 
sent in to »ip-> daily work; bow sup- 
plied with air, Oi with materials ; how 
'•/ill tho excavated chalk bo soul baok 
to land i" Gulieries in chulk aro infested, 
us miners are well n ware, with ch >ko- 
dauip. What would bo tho quantity 
of choke damp that would eiudo from 280,- 
000 superficial yards ol chalk surface [when 
the drift-way had advanced only twenty miles] 
and how would it bo withdrawn I Water in- 
liliciates through chalk. A very small head 
of water will cause infiltration for a consider- 
able distance. Where hpn-'a of !li"> ice.' c, 
they act like layers of sponge. 

All the wells in Strood, within a consider- 
able distance of the Thames and Medway Ca- 
nal, were rendered salt by Infiltration through 
the chalk when tho brackish water of the 
Medway woo adroiMed into the canal, and tb-.» 
company had to pay, aud did pay, heavy 
damages in conseqtieuce. What would be 
the infiltration through the grey chalk due to 
the pressure of tho water of the Channel ? 
What would bo the difference between tho ex- 
udation from the 280,000 yards of surface at 
high tide and at low tide? How would the 
water, on the most modest estimate of its rate 
of infilitration — which, by tho way, would 
inorease d» die in diem— b» removed? A few 
of these practical questions must be answered 
uefore we can undertake to speak with any 
idea of serious investigation as to the pros, 
pects of the Channel Tunnel. 

Plain Talk..— It is not often that a 
jury gets such u plain talking to as a 
jury received recently f'otn Judge Bar- 
rett, .New York S ate. James UrifHo 
was on his trial for causing the disaster 
on tho Erie railroad, at Mast Hope. 
Tbfjury doliverod a verdict of acquittal. 
Judge Barre't said : — " Gentlemen— 
You last niglit roturnod into Court, 
after a hearing of two days, with a ver- 
dict of not guilty iu the case of thy Com- 
monwealth against James Griffin. This 
was not expeded, and your verdict waB 
against law, against justice, and an 
outrage against Immunity. You violated 
the obligations of your oath — a plain, 
simple obligation to reudor uccording to 
tho evidence. Instead of that you 
rendered a verdict against every par- 
ticle of evidence. The cause of the de- 
fendant was abandons 1 by his counsel. 
Drowuing men will catch at straws. 
Tho the >ry ot the delenco is unknown to 
thu law, aud the counsel for the dc- 
fenduot did not b'.'lieve it thetnsuUes. I 
was, and utill am, astonished at your 
verdut. I am astonished that you fehould 
in this way set as dc tho law nnd violate 
your oath ; nud I trtist thnt the spirits 
of the dead, dying, bleeding und burnt vie* 
thus of .Mast Hope will robuko you as long 
as you live. We titive no power to euro the 
ijreut wrong which you havo inflicted 
on the community. " Lie proceeded at 
some leugth to recount the horrors of 
the disaster i'o question, and thus con- 
cluded : 'In futuro I h)pe you will foul 
a proper regaru ior your oaih.i. You 
aro now discharged from auy further 
duty at this court. I'ou aro not fit lo 
hit ns jury men. I will not try causes 
bul'jre such a jury."
